24. (new) The topical composition of claim 22 wherein the esters are selected from 
the group consisting of fatty acid esters, diacid half esters, and glycoside esters. 

25. (new) The topical composition of claim 24 wherein the fatty acid esters are 

selected from the group consisting of saturated fatty acid esters and unsaturated fatty ' 
acid esters. 

26. (new) The topical composition of claim 25 wherein the licorice extract is stearyl j 
glycyrrhetinate. 

27. (new) The topical composition of claim 1 5 wherein the linseed extract comprises 
about 4 percent by weight of the topical composition. 

28. (new) The topical composition of claim 26 wherein the stearyl glycyrrhetinate 

comprises about 0. 1 percent by weight of the topical composition. . 

29. (new) The topical composition of claim 15 further comprising at least one 
bioflavonoid.
